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BRIEF DUTLINE OF HISTORY OF DARIUS-GIREHAS POST HO. 271 







The Darius-Girenas Post No. 271, American Legion was organized November 19, 
1932. The original name of this post was Lt. 8. J. Harris, Post No. 271, named in 
memory of this American officer who lost his life in Lithuania during the struggle for 
her independence. The Posts first commander was Joseph A. Mickoliunas. 















The year of 1953 was tho darkest in the Posts history. Two noted fliors, 
Stephen Darius and Stanley Girenas, members of Lt. S. J. Harris Post No. 271, lost their 
lives in Solden, Germany, during a Trans-Atlantio non-stop flight from the United States 
to Kaunas, Lithuania, within four hundred miles of their goal. 






In Memory of these two heroic members, tho name of Lt. S. J. Harris Post Ho. 
271 was changed to Darics-Girenas Post Wo. 271. 











| During the short poriod of years, this Post has accomplished much. It helped 
financially and morally to build a monument in mexory of the fliers, in Marquette Park, 
Chicago. The year of 1939 reached tho olimax of the Posts activities and accomplishments, 
Under the able leadership of Commander William B. Sebastian, and Past Commander and bldg. 
committee Chairman, Barney R. Pietkiewioz, tho Post undertook ta build a home as a 

memorial building for Stephen Darius and Stanley Girenas and as a home of American Legion, 
that every legionnaire of this Post is proud of, located at 4416 South Western Avenus, 


Chicago, Illinois. 


This is only a part of the accomplishments of the Darius-Girenas Post during a 
short period of time. As logionnaires, their service to the community and the nation 
is elso noted. Disabled and needy comrades also aro remeubered by this Post, and 
assistance is given where assistance is necossary.
